RK—The American Reform congregational movement 
conceded the failure of its Sunday School program of Jewish edu-

on Jewish Education of the Union 
of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions. The UAHC is the congre- 
gational body of American Re- 
form Judaism. 

Dr. Emauel Gamoran, educa- 
tional director of the UAHC, said 
the curriculum would be put into 
effect in many congregations to 
supplement the one-day a week 
program now generally in effect 
in U.S. Reform congregations. 

While the comission has no 
compulsory powers, it was gen- 
erally expected that a steadily 
increasing number of Reform 
congregations would adopt the 
expanded program. Criticism of 
the Sunday School program has 
been widespread in the Reform 
movement. 

“The need for an expanded 
curriculum has been apparent 
for a long time,” Dr. Gamoran 
said, in announcing the expanded 
program. “Jewish education on 
aone day a week basis has long 
been recognized by our leaders 
as meeting only fhinimum needs.” 

NOT ENOUGH 

He said that the Sunday School 
program “cannot provide suffic- 
ient background for the develop- 
ment of future leaders of the 
Jewish community. It has always 
been our aim to intensify and 
improve our system of Jewish 
education and the newly added 
curriculum is a major step for- 
ward in that direction.”

Chicago Tribune-Sparked Bid 
For Community Council Fizzles

CHICAGO—A move to start a Jewish Community Council sparked by the Chicago TRIBUNE Jew: 
ish secret Government story fizzled out this week. 
The Chicago Rabbinical Association, at its August meeting, re-endorsed its long-standing position 
in favor of a Jewish Community Council. The association also approved enlargement of its committee 


studying the project. 

In so doing, the rabbis in effect 
by-passed the proposal made by 
a group of rabbis and laymen led 
by Rabbi A. E. Abramovitz. 
That group petitioned the rabbis 
of Chicago to devote High Holy 
Day sermons to a discussion of a 
JCC in preparation for calling a 
convention of delegates from 
Chicago Jewish organizations to 
consider formation of a JCC. 

PLANS BOOMING 

The rabbinical association, re- 
presenting the city’s Reform, 
Conservative and part of .the 
Orthodox rabbinate, instructed 
the committee to speed its study. 
It also asked aq tentative report 
on the possibility of forming a 
JCC at the November meeting. 
Rabbi Jacob J. Weinstein of KAM 
Temple, heads the committee. 

Rabbi Morton M. Berman, pre- 
sident of the association and of 
the Chicago division of the Am- 
erican Jewish Congress, said 
that the committee had been 
instructed to consult with all re- 
sponsible lay and religous groups 
to determine whether a JCC was 
feasible and whether it would 
have enough community backing. 

DOING IT RIGHT 

“This is a very important pro- 
ject and very essential to the life 
of the community and we want 
to go about it in a very orderly 
fashion,” Rabbi Berman said. 

The Weinstein committee will 
meet privately with the various 
Jewish groups in Chicago and will 
seek out community opinion on 
the issue. Rabbi Berman said that 
a JCC must have community en- 
dorsement and cannot be built 
by rabbis alone. 

The Association also appointed 
a committee headed by Rabbi 
Benjamin H. Birnbaum, to dis- 
cuss with Jewish Welfare Fund 
leaders, the paring of allocations 
to the Chicago Board of Jewish 
Education for the current year. 
(NJP, July 21). 

STAYING OUT 

Rabbi Berman said the rabbini- 
cal association has taken no 
sides in the controversy but is 
anxious to see that the board 
receives ample funds for its pro- 
gram. 

He said the committee will meet 
with fund leaders to consider the 
problem and to determine whe- 
ther anything can be done to 
raise the allotment to the board. 

At the time the 1950 allocations 
were announced, Board of Ed- 
ucation officials said that the 
$47,000 slash in funds would 
force a 20 per cent curtailment 
in activities. 

WHAT THEY SAID 

Fund leaders said the cut was 
caused by a decrease in contri- 
butions from Chicago Jewry. 
Board of Education spokesmen 
retorted with charges of dis- 
crimination and _ assimilationist 
tendencies on the part of the 
welfare group.

for several years before the TR%- 
BUNE printed a story in its May 
29 issue linking Supreme Court

“among the Frankfurter proteges was Alger Hiss, convicted per- 


jurer and spy.” 
Trohan added that “no other

In a general description of the Justice’s proteges, Trohan wrote 
that “These young law graduates were denounced frequently in 
the early days of the New Deal as wild-eyed theorists bent on 


socializing the country.”

BERGER IN GERMANY FOR COUNCIL? 
ANTI-ZIONISM SHOULD DRAW THERE

POINTED out last week that the real issue between the Ameri- 
I ean Council for Judaism and the Zionists is essentially one of 
democracy. In a free society each man may follow his own beliefs 
and his own conscience, and feel secure from the 
denunciations of his neighbor. But whereas no 
Zionist has ever denied to a Council member his 
right to assimilate, or to practice any form of Juda- 
ism in which he believes, it is basic Council pro- 
gram to attack Zionist philosophy and to denounce 
the Zionists to the Christian world, by not very 
subtle inference, as enemies and traitors to Amer- 
ica. In short, the Council seeks to impose its own 
conception of Judaism upon us, and failing that, 
resorts to smear and public attack. 

Some of the company kept by the Council, and 
some of their recent activities are peculiar, and considering that the 
numerically insignificant body feels that the rest of American Jewry 
is out of step, their actions deserve some attention. 


Alfred M. Lilienthal, of Washington, D. C., one of the leading 
members of the Council, who may also be remembered for his in- 
famous Readers’ Digest article, “Israel’s Flag Is Not My Flag,” was 
recently an honored guest at a reception tendered by the Egyptian 
ambassador in Washington, in recognition of his services to the 
Arab czuse. Presumably the Egyptian government felt that its 
armed invasion of Israel (in open violation of a United Nations 
decision) was given aid and comfort by the Readers’ Digest article 
and by Lilienthal’s activities in the Council for Judaism and other 
anti-Zionist bodies. Hundreds of Jews were tragically killed in that 
invasion, and many settlements were destroyed. Lilienthal smil- 
ingly accepted the thanks and the honors of the Egyptian govern- 
ment for his aid.

Vaad, in a bid to end long-stand- 
ing abuses, was reported by ‘the 
Philadelphia JEWISH TIMES last 
week. 

The plan for the reorganization 
was worked out by the Commit- 
tee for Kasruth, an independent 
group of observant Philadelphia 
Jews, who have no connection 
with any phase of kosher prod- 
uct merchandising. 

FINAL ACTION SOON 

The agreement came at a meet- 
ing last week of the Committee 
for Kashrut and members of the 
Vaad. 

The TIMES reported that spe- 
cific elements of the reorganiza- 
tion will be ironed out at a meet- 
ing of a joint committee of three 
men from each group within the 
next two weeks. 

Spokesmen for the Committee 
for Kashrut said they expected 
“definite and prompt” measures 
to be taken to implement their 
recommendation. The Vaad has 
managed to avert any changes in 
its present setup despite constant 
complaints about commercial as- 
pects of Kashrut in Philadelphia 
for more than two years. 

The reorganization program 
calls for establishment of a Bet 
Din (rabbinical court) made up 
of rabbis with Orthodox certifica- 
tion. The Bet Din is to be recog- 
nized as the final authority on all 
matters of kashrut policy.

Slayer of Anti-Semite 
Claims Self-Defense

W YORK — Alfred Gordon, 
young Brooklyn truckdriver who 
shot two barmates after they pro- 
voked him with anti-Semitic 
taunts, announced last week he 
would plead self-defense. 

Gordon told newsmen from his 
cell in the Raymond Prison in 
Brooklyn that the version of his 
Story first published was neither 
complete nor accurate. 

He said he shot his tormentors 
not only because they insulted 
him with vile epithets before his 
wife and family, but also because 
they assaulted him, knocked him 
down, and attacked him with a 
bar stool when he returned to the 
bar to retrieve the coat which 
his wife had left behind. 

He said he took his gun when 
he returned because he expected 
trouble and when the two men 
rushed at him, he shot to defend 
himself. One of the anti-Semites 
was killed. 

Gordon is being held without 
bail for trial. So far, not a sin- 
gle Jewish organization has tak- 
en any interest in the case.

LARNACA, Cyprus—(NJP)— 


British pressure caused the non- 


recognition of Israel’s consul-elect to Cyprus, the Israel appointee 


told The POST last week. 


This Mediterranean island, which served as the final detention 
point of thousands of Israel-bound Jews during the Mandatory 


regime, now has less than 150 
Jewish families. 

A Cyprus-born Jew, nominated 
for the consular post by Israel, 
proved unacceptable. A second 
choice will be made within a 
month or two, according to the 
unsuccessful nominee. 

“I worked in the Cyprus camps 
with the refugees,” he said. “The 
British knew about it and they 
wanted no part of me.” 

This acting-consul, lacking offi- 
cial status, calls himself the 
“Israel immigration officer.” His 
job consists primarily of prepar- 
ing visas for those seeking them. 

He said that “we organize serv- 
ices on Rosh Hashonah and on 
Passover,” but the island has no 
Synagogue. The only Jewish in- 
Stitutions are welfare agencies 
which almost completely closed 
up shop with the end of the de- 
tention camps. 

Jews of Cyprus are a prosper- 
ous community, including cafe 
owners, artists, a manufacturer 
of false teeth, and the owner of 
the largest non-kosher sausage 
factory on the island. 

Their homes are spacious, beau- 
tiful and scattered among those 
of their non-Jewish neighbors. 
The Israel representative and 
private Jewish citizens insisted 
that there was absolutely no anti- 
Semitism felt on the island. 

Food is plentiful, particularly 
by Israel standards, and all prices 
are very much lower. Even sweet- 
tasting sabras, famous as_ the 
nickname for native-born Israeli, 
sell on Cyprus streets for one- 
third of the Israel price. 

“Cyprus Jews don’t plan to go 
to Israel,” said the acting consul. 
“They don’t have nearly enough 
money to re-establish themselves 
in Israel on the standard of liv- 
ing to which they are accus- 
tomed.” 

KEEP IN TOUCH 

However, Jewish Cypriots keep 
in close touch with the nearby 
Jewish State through frequent 
visits. For instance, the pert 
young daughter of the sausage- 
factory owner speaks a fluent He- 
brew as the result of time spent 
in Israel. She also speaks English, 
which she learned at the Amer- 
ican colony in Cyprus. She also 
speaks French and Greek. 

The Israel representative said 
his relations with the Jewish corm- 
munity were very close, but that 
attitude did not prevent disparag- 


ing comment when he was asked 
about aid given by Cyprus Jews 
to Jews in the detention camps, 
BUNCH OF COWARDS 

“The Cyprus Jews proved to be 
a cowardly lot,” he said. “When 
Jews managed to escape from 
the British camps they rarely 
were able to find Jews on the 
island with enough courage to 
conceal them from British search- 
parties.” ‘ 

Cyprus plays host to non-Jewish 
Anglo-Saxons, who wish to visit 
the Arab countries of the Middle 
East and Israel. The Arabs re- 
fuse entry to anyone who has an 
Israel visa. These travellers here- 
fore first visit the Arab countries 
and then apply for their Israel 
visa in Cyprus—their last stop be- 
fore the Jewish State.

Mrs. Silverman that the day 
would come when a program of 
synagogue building would win 
support among Jews both inside 
and outside of Israel. 

The first indication that such 
a religious revival was possible 
developed when the first of the 
German Jews arrived in Israel in 
1935. 

She said they were “shocked 
and horrified to find there were 


no synagogues provided for them. 
Thev were housed under terribly 
crowded conditions—a family of 
five occupying one room—hence 
they could not even have a min- 
yan within their own poor quar- 
tiers.” 
NO FUNDS FOR THIS 

They approached the Palestine 
Foundation Fund, from whom 
they had received their shacks, to 
ask for help in building syna- 
gogues and were turned down on 
the grounds that funds were not 
available. 

The JNF, which did not pro- 


‘vide houses, told the delegation 


of the German Jewish immi- 
grants that they could have land 
whenever they were ready to 
build. 

Finally, “a gloomy and de- 
spairing delegation” was advised 
to talk to Mrs. Silverman and 
she helped raise funds for the 
first synagogue. 

That plea was the beginning of 
the Israel Synagogue-Center 
Building Fund, she said. She said 
that a few years later, in 1943, 
she received a cable from Pales- 
tine while she was in London, 
“begging for funds for syna- 
gogues.” 

MUST HELP THEM 

She said 62 colonies had sent 
delegations to the Palestine Foun- 
dation Fund treasurer, who was 
also treasurer of the synagogue 
fund, which was sponsored by the 
PFF “and their pitiful plea had 
to be answered.” 

When she received the cable, 
she was on the eve of her depar- 
ture and all she could do was 
read the cable at her farewell din- 
ner. Two synagogues and a num- 
ber of Sefer Torahs were pledged 
on the spot.

Her feeling of hope created by 
that event did not last long, she 
reported, as one after another, 
she was turned down by “our 
relgiious and lay leaders” as she 
tried to interest them “in this 
great and ever-growing need in 
Israel.”

“I sholl have this 
pleasure repeated this year, 
please God, when I dedicate the 
seventh, and lay the cornerstone 
for the eighth.” 

She said there were ten times 
that many colonies pleading for 
some kind of a synagogue and 
that when she realized it would 
take only one million dollars to 
build 100 such small synagogue 
centers, “it makes my _ heart 
ache.” 

She said it could and should be

U.S. Jewish community, and that 
when the first 100 synagogues 
were built, “there would be an 
ever-increasing demand for more 
and more synagogues. Yes, even 
from the most unexpected quar- 
ters would come the _ cry—I 
know, for we have already been 
approached and we have already 
built in two such colonies.” 








DETROIT JCC SPURNS DEMAND 
FROM RED-FRONT CONGRESS 


DETROIT—The Jewish community Council of Detroit has 
briskly rejected a demand of the Communist-controlled Michigan 
Civil Rights Congress that the JCC cooperate with it. 

The JCC in a letter to its constituent organization, warned 
them to have nothing to do with the local branch of the Civil Rights 


Congress. 

The JCC statement said that 
cooperation with other groups to 
protect civil rights was advisable 
and said that “we cooperate with 
the Michigan Committee on Civil 
Rights.” 

The latter organization was 
formed by civil rights proponents 
who broke with the Civil Rights

- DEMAND-FEEDING IS A BOON 
FOR MOTHER AS WELL AS CHILD 


HELEN COHEN 

wAS taken aback considerably the other day when the managing 

editor informed me that he was sending me a couple of clip- 
ings that might interest me, one of which concerned a pediatrician 
who denounced demand feedings. 

All this time I’ve been furtively slipping 
through a piece now and then which was lacking 








in Jewish content, hoping that the m. e. was too 
reoccupied to notice, and he even sends me a lead 
for another such item. Not in my wildest imagin- 
ings would I have conjured up this actuality. 

Did you Say you aren’t interested in the m. e.’s 
inexplicable about-face on Jewish content; and that 
you wish to know more about the pediatrician (that, 
jn case you don’t Know, is a doctor who specializes 
in the care of infants and, simultaneously, in soothing hysterical 
young mothers). Well, let’s see that clipping. 

Oh, excuse please. The doctor—Frederick C. Irving of Boston 
~is an obstetrician, (one who assists the stork) but then what is 
he doing out of his department in pediatrics? Dr. Irving neither 
approves demand feeding nor keeping the baby in the same room 
with its mother at the hospital. Thinks it’s “just one. of the ways 
these so-called child psychologists have fouled things up.” 

Dr. Irving, some may believe, should speak with authority. 
Chief of staff for 16 years at Boston Lying-In Hospital and newly- 
elected president of the American Gynecological Society, he has 
peen delivering babies for two generations. 

* 

YET I DON’T HESITATE to tell him that his opinion is all 
wet, which applies also to another statement of his—that there 
has been no swing back to breast feeding because “they never 
swung away from it.” 

There was a Swing away from breast feeding, and I am con- 
vinced that many mothers, who wanted to nurse their babies, didn’t 
have a sufficient supply mainly because their infants were put on 
a supplementary feeding at the hospital and not allowed to nurse 
from the breast at frequent intervals during those first few days. 
I have even read figures which bear out this conclusion—that in 
those hospitals which tried self-demand feeding and no supple- 
mentary bottles, more mothers were able to nurse their babies. 

And, aside from the effect that selfdemand has on the moth- 
er’s milk supply I for one can vouch for the benefit both to the 
mother and child of letting the new infant—at least for the first 
few months—lead the way instead of following an iron-clad sched- 
ule. Mothers who have tried self-demand will tell you that even- 
tually their baby works out a reasonable schedule of his own, in 
which he only displays hunger symptoms at about the usual four 
hour infervals. It is just during the first crucial weeks that self- 
demand is such a boon, when baby’s cry is the welcome and neces- 
sary information that he would like a little nourishment, instead 
of being a heart-breaking,.nerve-wrecking sound which must be 
endured until the clock’s hands have reached a certain point. 

& 

DID I FOLLOW THE RIGID SCHEDULE with our first four? 
Not exactly. I stood their cries as long as I could and then I 
“cheated” a little on the clock. That was my attitude then—besides 
mental anguish at the sound of incessant wails, went a guilt feel- 
ing for breaking the rule. ; 

Pil never forget the day my mother left to return home after 
our first child was born. I’m not usually given to tears but I 
cried bitterly that day. So helpless did I feel at the sound of cries 
which the book said I must expect and ignore. What a different 
experience our first baby could have been. 

The first months with our new son have been a revelation—a 
bright dream compared to the nightmare of the others. Both the 
baby and I and the household—and the neighbors— have been

Rk nity of Rawicz 
- was founded by 
a single refugee 
from Niemirow, Ukrania in 1648. 
His name was Rabbi Nachman 
and he was the only Jew to 
escape massacre when the Cos- 
sack outlaw Chmielnicki  con- 
quered Niemirow in that year. 
Rabbi Nachman settled in Rawicz 
and built a house for each of his 
ten sons. The houses still stand 
in the Rawicz Ghetto. It is from 
him that the Rawicz family claims 
escent. The name is also spelled 
Rehfish and Rovish. It is a not- 
able name in the history of our 
people.

BRISKET OF BEEF WITH CARROT TZIMMES 


2 tablespoons fat 
2 tablespoons flour 
% cup brown sugar, if desired 


2 pounds fat brisket 
salt and pepper 
5 carrots, diced or sliced 


Sprinkle meat with salt and pepper, and let stand for several hours, 
Place in pot, add water to cover, cover pot and let summer two 
hours or until almost tender. Uncover, add carrots, cover again, 
and let simmer until meat and carrots are tender. Heat fat in 
frying pan, stir in the flour, and let cook until the mixture bubbles, 
Gradually add 1 cup of the liquid in which the meat and carrots 
cooked, and let/mixture simmer in frying pan, stirring constantly, 
until smooth and thickened. Add salt and pepper, and, if desired 
sweet, brown sugar. Stir well until sugar is dissolved. If sauce 
is too thick, dilute with more meat liquid. Remove meat and 
carrots from pot, place in baking pan, cover with the sauce, and 
let bake in oven at 350 degrees until well browned.

en David Ben-Gurion’s call for a $1,500,000,- 

000 loan—two-thirds of which would come from 
the American Jewish community—may indicate that 
the Israel Government, or at least its head, has come 
around to the thinking propounded last year by Sam 
Rothberg and Julian Venezky of Peoria, Ill., two top 
leaders in the United Jewish Appeal. 

Before any such venture can be launched, how- 
ever, some serious consideration would have to be 
giyen to two questions. 

The first is the effect of such a huge bond drive on 
the United Jewish Appeal. f 

The second involves the need for some assurance 
from American Jewish leadership that the drive 
would be a success. 

The first consideration might have to be waived in 
view of Israel’s desperate needs. Out of the 100,000,- 
000-odd dollars raised in each of the past two years 
by the UJA, somewhere in the neighborhood of less 
than half of those amounts goes directly to Israel. 
In view of the precarious financial situation of Israel 
and the tremendous demands upon it for funds for 
immigration, an affirmative decision might be 
reached even if there was a general feeling that the 
UJA would suffer because of such a bond drive. 

The second consideration is of even greater cur- 
rent importance, and might be the clue to the second

trip of Jacob Blaustein of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee to Israel at the request of Mr. Ben-Gurion. 
If Mr. Blaustein and the American Jewish Commit- 
tee were to get behind the bond sale with full and 
complete support, its success might not be assured 
but there would be at least the feeling that all the 
resources of American Jewry would be supporting 
the effort. 

Were the huge campaign to fail, not only would 
Israel’s financial status be impaired with other 
sources from whom loans have been and are being 
made, but also such a scandalous development would 
affect the Israel economy. Nor would it be without 
an effect on the Jewish people as a whole. 

This then is the decision facing Mr. Ben-Gurion 
and the Jewish State. 

Depending on the reaction of Mr. Blaustein and 
the opinion of ,another group of outstanding UJA 
leaders flying to Israel the first week in September 
for a three-day conference at the Prime Minister’s in- 
vitation, the decision will be made. 

Before any actual implementation is attempted, 
consultation must also be had with heads of other 
important American Jewish bodies, like the B'nai 
B’rith. The Council of Jewish Federations and Wel- 
fare Funds is another key group whose support

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The JTA Should 


E Jewish NEWS of Detroit charges that 
the difficulties of the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency over the past few years resulted from 


“a personality issue that developed two years 
ago involving the president of the American 
Jewish Committee.” The NEWS further says 
that this fight between Jacob Landau, whom it 
names, and Jacob Blaustein, whom it desig- 
nates only as the president of the AJCommit- 
tee, caused the American Jewish community 
through its “Federations and Welfare Funds” 
to discontinue financial aid to the JTA. 

This is not merely oversimplification with its 
attendant evil of wrong values, and emphases 
leading to improper conclusions, but it is also 
factually inaccurate. 

The situation, in brief, was otherwise, and 
what part Mr, Blaustein had to play in the 
matter had nothing at all to do with the de- 
cision of the large Jewish communities allied in 
the Large Cities Conference of the Council of 
Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds to with- 
hold funds from the JTA. 

The large deficits of the JTA led the commu- 
nities which provided a major part of its financ- 
ing to ask for a factual financial appraisal. 
This was a sound procedure much on the order 
of the survey now being made of the agencies 
fighting anti-Semitism to determine the effec- 
tiveness of their programs. 

The JTA’s muddled financial picture, regard- 
less of who or what was to blame, showed the 
need for a reorganization. When the figures 
were withheld for months and months, and 
when the call for a reorganization was de- 
liberately ignored, then and only then, and 
months after the JTA management was asked 
to—and agreed to—a reorganization, did the 
Large Cities Conference decide to withhold 
funds. 

The action of the Large Cities Conference 
was correct throughout. There was never any 
attempt to dictate to the JTA, never any at- 
tempt to supplant it or to influence it or its 
policies. As long as the huge annual losses had 
to be made up by funds from the local Jewish 
communities, those communities felt- they had 
an obligation to the people who provided the 
funds to stop such losses as much as possible. 

Had the JTA cooperated, the situation could

have been rectified long before it degenerated 
to the point where even a man like Rudolph 
Sonneborn, who was willing to be chairman, 
resigned the job within a matter of months. 

Now Isidore Breslau, a former executive di- 
rector of the Zionist Organization of America 
and presently a successful Washington, D. C,, 
business man with wide Jewish affiliations, has 
assumed the chairmanship. Under his direction, 
it is hoped that the JTA will continue its years 
of fruitful service to the Jewish community. 

It serves no good to alter the facts to suit 
some people’s purposes. The Yiddish press is 
using the JTA situation to belabor the welfare 
funds and federations. It too is conveniently 
ignoring facts. 

Even if it were true that the JTA’s present 
plight stems from the original controversy be- 
tween Landau, the foufider of the JTA, and 
Mr. Biaustein, the innuendo of the Jewish 
NEWS that because of Mr. Blaustein the Large 
Cities Conference withheld funds from the JTA 
is an unwarranted aspersion on the integrity 
of the men in the Large Cities Conference and 
the CJFWF of which it is an offshoot. 

True enough, Mr. Blaustein has been an in 
fluential figure in the CJFWF, but the fact is 
that he has never been a dominant personality 
in the organization and his interests especially 
in the past few years have been in another di- 
rection—that of the stewardship of the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee. 

The JTA has a solid place in the set-up of 
the American Jewish community. Its years of 
service have earned it recognition and support. 

In all probability the JTA or Mr. Breslau are 
in no way responsible for such editorials as the 
one in the Jewish NEWS nor the comment 
being made currently by the Yiddish press. 

What the JTA wants and needs is a new 
start, not a continuation of an unpleasant con- 
troversy. 

Most certainly the JTA knows the facts and 
it ought to disavow what its friends are cur- 
rently attempting. If, on the other hand, the 
JTA approves of such attempts, it has the re 
sonsibility to issue a statement so that the 
Jewish community might decide if any Sanger 
confronts it in the form of control of its lone 
Jewish news agency. 


Two Recommendations For Our Rabbis 


ITH the advent of the new season for 

the synagogues of the United States, it 
might not be out of place to make two sugges- 
tions which all congregations could implement 
with great advantage not only to their own spir- 
itual well-being but to the further enlighten- 
ment of the entire American Jewish community. 


1. At some point during the services on Fri- 
day night, the rabbi should devote 15 minutes 
to an exposition of Jewish history. This should 
be a regular weekly part of the service and 
should continue at least for the next few years 
and longer, if the rabbi thinks it is necessary. 
This addition to the service should not replace 
the sermon. 

2. The second suggestion has to do with the 
spreading of the knowledge of Hebrew for the

full congregation. Even Orthodox congrega- 
tions need this kind of instruction, for theit © 
young people are most often just as much in 
need of a knowledge of Hebrew as the young — 
people of Reform and Conservative congrega 
tions. 

These two aditions to the service would not 
necessarily decrease Friday night attendance. 
Actually they might increase attendance, be 
cause they would tend to make the service 
more understandable and thus more meaning: 
ful.

The purpose of The POST, as I understand it, is 
to cover news developments and community activities 
poth here and abroad of interest to the American 
“Jewish community. That purpose is admirable, and 
J think your publication, by and large, lives up to it. 

But coming through in too many instances is a 
form of prejudice and bigotry. I’m talking now 
about the assumption of some sort of compulsory 
Jewish fealty. Although, to my knowledge, you have 
never expressed the idea in so many words, this 
assumption seems to underlie much of what you 
print, not only in the editorial columns where it is 
justifiable, but in your news columns where it is not. 

I nearly wrote this letter after-reading your wife’s 
remarks scme weeks back when she chastised Jewish 
mothers for not having enough time available to 
send their children to Hebrew school. The column 
was more than specious reasoning. It reflected an 
jntolerance that would have looked at home in 17th 
century Puritan New England. 

Don’t misunderstand me—I hope to send my kids 


edge of Hebrew is primitive. I recognize, however, 
that every family is entitled to its own standards and 
values. If some Jewish mother thinks it of greater 
importance to send her son or daughter to dancing 
school, or to a violin teacher, or to the neighborhood 
playground. to play ball, instead of to Hebrew school, 
well and good. I don’t feel in the least bit superior. 

Your attitude hit a new low in the Danny Kaye 
story because here it was used to bias a news story 
and to smear a man who, by your own editorial ad- 
mission, has given his time and money generously 
to Jewish causes. A man’s Jewish and group inter- 
ests are his own business, if the so chooses—no 
matter whether he is a movie star, radio comedian 
or newspaper publisher. If he professes an active 
interest in Jewish affairs, questioning him on these 
subjects is justifiable. But to smear a man because 
he clings to personal privacy is vicious—and charac- 
teristic of the Hearst press. 

I‘m enough of a newspaperman—and I think you 
are too—to realize that public interest and legitimate 


straints in the daily press regarding many aspects of 
personal life that would attract large numbers of 
readers. That’s why the reasoning in your editorial 
of Aug. 4 is ridiculous: Legitimate news interest in 
Danny Kaye’s appearance before English royalty does 
not automatically entitle readers to a knowledge of 
his personal opinions, values and habits. 

You know, we Jews have an understandable ten- - 
dency to get caught in one of the major pitfalls 
facing every sociological group. While reacting to 
the intolerance of the outside world, we set up an 
intolerance of our own toward our members. We 
damn Danny Kaye for asserting his differences from 
us, and yet we condemn the outside world for damn- 
ing us for asserting our group differences. Surely 
Danny Kaye has as much a right to be a passive Jew 
as we have to active ones. 

I suppose this attitude can be explained as a “de- 
fense mechanism.” But how long are we to permit 
these “defense mechanisms” to influence our think-

sABBI NOT AMUSED BY RADINSKY: 
KNOWLEDGE OF CHRISTIANITY NEEDED 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

Is it not remarkable how many 
people believe that through sar- 
casm, mockery and a “smart- 
aleck” attitude they can resolve 
problems that are important to 
other people? 

I refer to J. Radinsky’s letter 
in the NJP of July 21st, in which 
he laughs off most hilariously 
the proposal that a course in 
Christianity be included in the 
curriculum of the Hebrew Union 
College.

413,489 Migrants 
Have Come To Israel 

JERUSALEM—Since the estab- 
lishment of the Jewish State and 
up to the end of June, 1950, 
413,489 immigrants entered the 
country, it was recently an- 
nounced. 

According to figures published 
by the Central Office of Statis- 
tics, 14(373 immigrants entered 
Israel during June, as against 
12,700 in May and 8,813 in April.

STAND OF CONSERVATIVE RABBINATE 
ON RELIGIOUS FLAG CLEAR, HE SAYS 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

Having rendered my report to 
the recent convention of the Rab- 
binical Assembly as chairman of 
its Zionist Revaluation Commit- 
tee, which report included a rec- 
ommendation concerning a relig- 
ious flag, I was interested in the 
statement in your July 21, 1950 
issue to the effect that the Con- 
servative Rabbinate took no stand 
on the question. 

My commitee’s recommendation 
was that the RA favor the adop- 
tion of a religious flag, to be the 
same as thg present Zionist flag 
except thaf the Two Tablets of 
the Law be substituted for he 
Star of David. Due to our crowd- 
ed convention program, we could 
take no action on the report and 
referred it for action to the in- 
coming Executive Council, the 
first meeting of which will take 
place this fall. 

Thus far, the Assembly has ta- 
ken a position on this question to 
the extent of vetoing in the Syna- 
gogue Council of America, of 
which the writer is second vice 
president, a proposal that the Syn- 
agogue Council declares itself 
against a religious flag. The 
writer has no warrant either to 
speak for the Assembly, or to pro- 
phesy what its action will be, but 
he can state the opinion of many 
of his colleagues in the Conserva- 
tory Rabbinate. That opinion si 
that any congregation wishing to 
display a religious flag may do so 
as above recommended. In addi- 
tion, an editorial in a recent num- 
ber of the Reconstructionist made 
a flag recommendation similar to 


that of my committee, although 
based on’~somewhat different 
grounds.

Although the 
Return to Zion has always been 
an essential part of Judaism, the 
present secular symbol of a state 
containing non-Jews is no appro- 
priate religious symbol for pro- 
fessing Jews.

The 
use of the Chaplain’s insigne is 
not favored because, among oth- 
er reasons, it is a hybrid emblem, 
is confined to America, and has 
military connotations, inapprop- 
priate to a religious flag. 

I trust it is needless to state 
that any action on this matter as 
outlined in this letter, taken or 
to be taken by the Rabbinical 
Assembly or any of its commit 
tees, does not constitute the faint- 
est lessening of Hibat Zion on 
the part of the Assembly or any 
of its members. Over twenty-six 
years ago, Dr. Alexander Gold- 
stein, while on an official fund- 
raising visit to this country with 
Viadimir Jabotinsky, stated to the 
writer that as a result of his tra- 
vels throughout America, it was 
his opinion that the Conservative 
Rabbinate had contributed more 
to the upbuilding of Zionist 
strength here than any other Rab- 


binate. It is not my intention to 
weigh comparative Rabbinical 
contributions in the American 


Zionist field, but certainly the 
work done by members of the 
Assembly has not lessened in the 
intervening period. Other facts 
apart, two members of the As- 
sembly have since been presidents 
of the ZOA. 

With reference to your com- 
plaint on exclusion from the Law 
and Zionist Revaluation sessions 
of the RA convention, I am cer- 
tain no discourtesy was intended. 
Your status may not have been 
reported to those in charge of 
those Convention sessions. In 
any event, an advance copy of my 
committee’s report would gladly 
have been given you if requested 
of me.

NEW YORK—Star basketball players from five universities 
and a YMHA have been invited to represent the United States in 
the third World Maccabiah in Israel next month, 

The schools are the City College of New York, New York Uni- 
versity, the University of Cincinnati, Duquesne and Long Island 


University. The Jewish organi- 
zation is the Béro Park YMHA 
of Brooklyn. 

Charles S. Greene, chairman of 
the basketball selection commit- 
tee of the United States Commit- 
tee for the 1950 Maccabiah, made 
the announcement. Serving with 
him are Nat Holman of CCNY 
and Maurice Podoloff, president 
of the National Basketball Asso- 
ciation. 

A combination of club and col- 
lege athletes will play for the 
United States against entrants 
from 31 other nations in the tour- 
ney, which opens Sept. 27 and 
ends Oct. 9. 

The Boro Park team, certified 
by the National Jewish Welfare 
Board, won the national YMHA 
title to qualify. 

Bobby Sand, assistant to Nat 
Holman at CCNY, has_ been 
named coach for the American 
team. Included in the group of 


college nominees are Ed Roman, 
Al Roth and Herb Cohen of the 
1949 CCNY squad; Abe Becker of 
NYU; Arthur Goldberg of Du- 
quesne and alternates Allie Ru- 
benstein of the University of Cin- 
cinnati and Edward Gard of Long 
Island University. 
FACULTY OK 

Greene said acceptance of the - 
invitation by the college players 
depends on faculty permission. 

The number of players to make 
the trip will depend on the money 
raised by the committee, of which 
Col. Harry D. Henshel and 
Charles Ornstein are co-chairman, 
Approximately $1,000 is required 
for each athlete. 

Greene said that track and field, 
swimming and _ basketball rate 
highest in popularity among the 
Israeli. He said that fact would 
be considered in deciding the final 
make-up of the’ American team.

Portuquese Return 
Benk Funds To Jews 

LISBON—(WNS)—The Portu- 
guese Government has decided to 
return the Nazi-confiscated bank 
deposits of German Jewish refu- 
gees now living in this country, 
according to informed sources 
here. 

At the same time it was re- 
ported that the government has 
expressed the wish that Jews 
abroad, whose deposits in Por- 
tugese banks had been confis- 
cated by the Nazis, contact the 
Portugese consulates in the coun- 
try of their residence or else ap- 
ply directly to the Finance Min- 
istry in Losbon. 
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Kaplan Urges Hadassah 
To Fight Foes Of Unity; 
Membership Still Up

NEW YORK—(NJP)—A plea 


for the transformation of present 


leadership in American Jewish life was made here this week to 
2,000 delegates to the 36th annual convention of*Hadassah, the 
Women’s Zionist Organization of America. 

The plea was made Tuesday night by Dr. Mordecai M. Kap- 


lan, noted Jewish scholar and 
founder of the Reconstructionist 
movement in Conservative Juda- 
ism. Reports that a vigorous de- 
bate was scheduled on the issue 
of Hadassah moral and financial 
support to chalutziut (prepara- 
tion for pioneering in Israel) 
failed of con 
firmation. 

A special] 
workshop on 
chalutizut was 
held Monday but 
it was closed to 
the press. 

A radically 
new definition of : 
“diaspora” won KAPLAN 
Support here when Mrs. Samuel 
Halprin, in her presidential ad- 
dress, sought to clarify the re- 
lationship of American Zionists 
to the State of Israel. 

Following the recent lead of 
Prime Minister David Ben-Gurion, 
Mrs. Halprin divided the world 
Jewish community into “Galus,” 
that part which “lives in lands 
where Jews are in danger,” and 
the Diaspora, that part “which 
enjoys freedom and equality” in 
democratic countries. 

IT’S LIKE THIS 

Mrs. Halpern was not fased by 
the semantic fact that diaspora 
is a translation of the Hebrew 
word, Galus, and that both mean 
“dispersion.” She proceeded to 
explain that U.S. Jews belong 
to the diaspora and that when 
Israel declares that the exiles will 
be gathered in in three years, it 
is to the Jews of the Galus that 
Israel refers. 

Projecting a new program of 
chalutziut for Hadassah, Mrs. 
Halprin said that in addition to 
‘providing Israel with financial 
aid and to forging cultural ties, 
Hadassah must be willing to make 
available to Israel “those*of our 
specially trained American youth 
who are willing to go to the new 
land to help settle the wilderness.” 

A BULLSEYE 

A bullseye in public relations 
was scored by Hadassah when 
this week’s issue of QUICK “sa- 
luted” the organization in four 
Pages of news and picture cover- 
age. This marks the first time 
that the magazine has provided 
such space to any Jewish or Zion- 
ist group, The POST was told. 

Dr. Kaplan told the delegates 
that “present leadership in Am.- 
erican Jewish life is either merely 
philanthropic or administrative” 
and he urged that Hadassah 
start a series of activties that 
would transform this leadership 
into one that is “creative.” 

Without specifying the mea- 
sures for such a transformation, 
the world-famous scholar sug- 
gested that Hadassah should in- 
spire those who lead in U.S. Jew- 
ish life with the “will and deter- 
mination to present a_ united 
front against all negative and 
disruptive influences that threaten 
the permanence of American 
Judaism as well as the indivisible 
unity and common destiny of the 
Jewish people throughout the 
world.” 

REJECTS NEGATORS 

Dr. Kaplan rejected the phil- 
osophy of those who negate the 
Diaspora, asserting that the hope 
of the free world, including Is- 
rael, lay in the vitality of Am- 
erican democracy. 


While other Zionist groups 


were lamenting sharp falls in 
membership since the rebirth of 
Israel, Hadassah announced that 
it had gained 10,000 new mem- 
bers this year, bringing its total 
membership to 300,000. Junior 
Hadassah was included in the 
total. 
APPROVE HOSPITAL 

The delegates approved plans 
for a 500 bed hospital and a 
nurses training school in Jeru- 
salem. The units will be part of 
a new $3,500,000 medical center. 

Construction is to get underway 
immediately on the new hospital, 
which the delegates approved in 
response to a cabled plea from 
Ben-Gurion. 

Mrs. Abraham Tulin, national 
treasurer, reported that Hadassah 
had raised $9,000,000 in the last 
10 and a half months. She pre- 
dicted that by the end of the 
fiscal year Sept. 30, the organiza- 
tion would top last year’s total 
of $9,400,000. 

Benjamin Browdy, president of 
the Zionist Organization of Am- 
erica, appealed to American Zion- 
ists to sink their differences in 
view of Israel’s resperate needs. 

Dr. Carl Herman Voss, leading 
American Christian Zionist 
sharply denounced anti-Zionists. 
He said it was incongruous that 
anti-Zionists—Arab, Jew and 
non-Jew—continue to “operate at 
the same old stand, circulating 
gross untruths and gross mis- 
representations about the Israeli 
and their fledgling state.” 





First War Crimes 


Trial In Israel 

HAIFA—The first trial of a na- 
zi war criminal in Israel was 
scheduled to get underway here 
this week. 

The trial was made possible by 
passage of a law providing for 
trial of such criminals. The de- 
fendant is a Slovakian non-Jew 
named Bunik, according to the 
Haifa correspondent for the Jew- 
ish CHRONICLE of London. 

Bunik came to Israel with his 
Jewish wife and was recognized 
by Jewish migrants from Czecho- 
slovakia. They charged that he 
helped the nazis in Slovakia to 
torture and murder Jews. 

He was _ arrested in an immi- 
grant camp.

BOSTON—The Massachusetts 
law which established the Massa- 
chusetts Commission Against Dis- 
crimination went into effect on 
Monday: The law which. was 
passed by the legislature on May 
23, prohibits discrimination 
against minority groups in pub- 
lic housng, hotels, restaurants, 
resorts, and any place of public 
accommodation. An _ important 
point of the new law aims direct- 
ly at segregation in public hous- 
ing. 

The MCAD is the former state 
Fair Employment Practice Com- 
mission which came into being 
on August 26, 1946. The renamed 
organization now has_ broader 
powers although the administra- 
tion is in the hands of the same 
three member commission con- 
sisting of Mrs. Mildred H. Ma- 
honey of Winchester, wife of a 
Boston University, school of edu- 
cation professor, who is chair- 
man. The other members of the 
commission are Judge A. K. 
Cohen of Boston, and Elwood S. 
McKenney of Newton, 





Israel Reds Riot 
Against U.S. Movies 


TEL AVIV—Communist sym- 
pathizers in Israel twice ripped 
the screens of local theaters dur- 
ing the showing of American 
newsreels on the Red invasion of 
Korea. 


In one theater last Saturday 
night, a group of youths rushed 
to the screen, shouting “Israel for 
Israeli,” Korea for Koreans.” One 
youth cut a long slit across the 
bottom of the screen. 


In the confusion that followed, 
the vandal escaped. The pro-Com- 
munists were less successful at 
a theater in Haifa where police 
arrested six men and a woman. 
One man attacked the police with 
an iron bar. 

The Communist outbreaks 
started when a group broke up 
a showing in a Tel Aviv theater 
of a U. S. Information Service 
film on Korea. The U. S. Embas- 
sy protested the incident. 





Toscanini Named

At the same time the Pre- 
mier told the conference that 
while the danger of a new world 
war was averted through U. N. 
and U. S. action in Korea there 
was still the possibility of a con- 
flict between the Soviet Union 
and the United States, greatest 
centers of Jewish population. 

KAPLAN SEES TROUBLE 

Speaking on the rationing is- 
sue, Finance Minister Eliezer 
Kaplan told the conference that 
Israel was facing one of two 
alternatives—rationing of civilian 
goods or restriction of immigra- 
tion. He urged labor and man- 
agement to speed up production 
asserting that “our -main prob- 
lems are intensified production 
since, despite the growth in pop- 
ulation, output had _ increased 
only 16 per cent.” 


An. appeal to ‘American Jews 
for priority to Israel’s needs over 
their own local institutions was 
made this week by Berl Locker, 
chairman of the Jewish Agency 
executive. 

Addressing the Mapai confer- 
ence, Locker criticized the tend- 
ency among Jews in the United 
States, and other countries to- 
ward giving priority to their 
own institutions when allocating 


funds raised in local Jewish om 
munities.
